Psalms grew by degrees. It 
was not written all at one time or 
by one person. David wrote some 
of the Psalms, how many we do 
not know. The ‘“‘titles’’ of the 
Psalms were added by later He- 
brew editors, are no part of the 
original Psalms, and are often in- 
accurate, 


It is very likely that as much 
as a thousand years went by 
between the first of the Psalms 
to be written, and the last. 
Every modern hymnal that is 
any good is in part a collection 
of the best of the old hymnals. 


So our book of Psalms, as it 
finally took shape, came from old- 
er collections, A glance through it 
in the American standard version 
will show that in its present form 
it is made up of five smaller books, 
ending with Psalms 41, 72, 89, 106 
and 150, Each book ends with a dox- 
ology and book V ends with a mag- 
nificent series of them. Sometimes 
the editors left in duplicates. Read- 
ing Psalm 14 side by side with 
Psalm 53 will show that these two
